The paying freight, it will 
be seen, has inereased, Last year the charges to the Society 
amounted to $14 697—adding to this the sugar mill, taken 
gratis, esimated at $500— $15,107; whereas this year it 
amounts only to $0871—a difference of $5326. The paying 
ireights and passengers last year amounted to $5762 ; this year 
‘o $8023—an increase of $2261, You will also note that voy

Ow Thursday, April 28th, the brig E. N. Roye, formerly 
George C. Ackerly, Allen Alexander, Captain, arrived in New- 
York with a cargo of 35 tons Cam-wood, 28,000 gallons palm 
o'!, 800)bs ivory, some gold-dust, coffee, syrrup, 15 hhds sugar, 
&e. ,&c., from Africa. The brig left Liberia 15th of Febru- 
ery, making passage in 42 days. 

From Bermuda in, she experienced very rough weather, and 
off Cape Hatteras, had aterrible gale on the 23rd inst, 

Toe Euvebia N. Roye is owned by a Liberia merchant, 
E. J. Roye, Esq, and comes under the Liberia flag, the first ves 

“sel ever in America under that flag. 

She comes consigned to the firm of Yates, Porterfield & Co., 
111 Water street, who have for years been engaged in the Afri. 
can trade, we understand, quite successfully. 

We understand that the powder she took out, brought from a 
New-York house, was of such a kind as would accord precisely 
with the idea of Mr. Penn and his disciples. It would not burn, 
and as a cousequence, Captain Alexander was charged by the 
natives at T.embo—where he had sold some of it—with swind 
licg, and came near being punished by the cruel smoking process. 

What a sight would be seen if all swindlers in New-York 
should be smoked ! 

Mr. Roye will find a good market for his cargo, and get high 
prices. lle intends loading bis vessel in season to sail for 
Liberia by the first of June. 

Le found time while his vessel went down to British Acora, 
to serve as a member of the late Legislature, which transacted 
much important business, Among other items it provided for 
settling the location of the College, by a law appointing fifteen 
Trustees, of which six were assigned to Messurado County, and 
three to each of the counties, Bassa, Sinow, and Maryland. 

The natives were all at peace; no further proceeding had 
been taken by the French emigrant vessels, The country was 
generally healthy. 

Bishop Payne had ia February taken a voyage to the Canary 

lands in the British steamers, for his health, and will probably 

ch the United States. Judge Day, one of the oldest and most 
pected citizens of the Republic, died, February15—a great 
ss to the community. A few days previously the United States 
vosul, Joho L. Forney, Esq, died quite suddenly. The Rev. 
Joha Seys, who went out in the Stevens as United States 
Avent for Reeaptive Africans, assumed temporary charge of 
his office. The ZL bderia Herald had been re-issued, and the Lone 
Star, newspaper, was about to be issued. 

The Mary Caroline Stevens, the packet owned by the Ameri- 
can Culon:z stion Society, sailed from Cape Mount for the United 
Siates, March Ist, with two cabin, and thirteen steerage 
passe ngers, 

She has been out fifty-seven days, and unless some disaster 
has occurred may be expected hourly. 


Is 
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AFRICAN COLONIZATION UNVEILED. 


Usxper the above title, Mr. Edward Ruffin, of Virginia, has 
attempted to destroy confidence in Colonization, and show the 
hopeless inferiority of the African race. 

Mr. Raflia’s pamphlet, in that part discussing agriculture, is 
very natural, and as he eays, shows up Liberian agricultural in- 
dustry as ludicrously small in 1843, Liberia, in 1843, was just 
arising from a most depressed condition, growing out of the 
Society's misfortunes, and the flerce assaults of enemies in Ame- 
rica, acd wars among the native tribes, Everything felt the sad 
ell.ct of these discouragements, 

We will not seek to ward off from the Liberians the entire 

“blame thus reflected on them, to the dishonor of their race, and 
shame of their friecds ; yet several considerations may be taken 
into account, to mitigate censure, and in some measure, restore 
their credit. 

1, The first settlement planted in Afric, was about five years 
after the Colonization Society was formed, and it was so feeble 
as necessarily to be placed on a rocky promontory, for secwity 
against native kings, made jealous by slave-traders, fearing it 
the setthiment was permanent, their favorite traffic would be up- 
rooted. ‘They soon found that commerce was much more profit- 
able to them than agriculture; the natives could furnish rice at 
half a cent @ pound, and other food at proportionate prices. 

To carry on commerce, ship. building, and all the trades need- 
ful in « commercial community, were requisite, Hevce, few 
colonists did more at cultivation than to have a large garden, 
aud an acre or two of out-lots, 

Tue friends of Colonization early offered bounties to farmers ; 
but a ter a short trial at Caldwell and Millsburgh, it was found 
that cassada, plaintains, and sweet potatoes, &c., could be raised 
in such quantities on a few acres, as to glut the market, and re- 
main vasold, 

‘There was neither capital, machinery, nor skill to make sugar ; 
and it soon became apparent that, so long as the colonists were 
a smell community compared to the natives, they could command 
better wages at labor connected with commeree, than in raising 
raw provisic ns. Liberia did not become a farming community 
on this account. 

Avain, Liberia has fine lands; but the best and most fertile are 
not on the sea shore. So long, however, as the slave-trade on 
the north and to the east of their settlement, kept the nations 
at war, as it did, more or less, down to 1849, many colonists 
were too timid to venture far from the coast. Mr. Ruffin will 
understand by contrasting the Virginia sea coast with the valley 
lands, what we mean, 

And yet again, as early as 1838, the attacks of the Abolition 
Societies bad so injared Colonization ; and the people of Virginia, 
as well as others, indicated so little care for it, that the wealthiest 
merchants avd citizens of Liberia were afraid that the whole 
thing would be dropped, and were unwilling to invest their money 
in farma, which,at any day, might have to be abandoned, and thus 
be worthless. I knew one Liberian in 1839, who had emigrated 
from Virginia, whose property was worth $25,000 in cash, and 
stone warehouses, and small vessels, who gave this reason to the 
writer, for refusing to begin with a coffee or sugar farm, i. ¢., the 
fear that the Abol:tion movement would cause the scheme to be 
abandoned, and he, in that case, wished to remove to Sierra 
Leone.

PROPOSED AFRICAN EXPLORATION. 


Tux following communication, designed for the April number 
of the Coronmarion Journwat, but received too late for inser- 
ion, has been handed to us by the corresponding secretary of 
the New-York State Colonization Society (Rev. Dr. Pinney), 
with a request that it should appear in our columns. From the 
tev. Dr. Pinney we learn that the writer has an earnest desire 
to open up the region north-east and east of Liberia to the 
knowledge of the Christian Church ; that at the meeting in Wash- 
inyion resolutions friendly to his purposes were passed, and that 
the communication subjoined is an extract from a paper read on 
March 80ch by Mr. C. W. Tolles, of Newark, N. J. before the 
Executive Committee of the New-Jersey State Colonization So- 
ciety, which body evinced much interest in the project, and recom- 
mended the publication of the paper, It was sent, therefore, to 
the Cotosmation Journat by Dr. L. A. Smith, Secretary of 
the N. J, Colonization Society :

Our knowledge of Africa may be briefly stated as follows: 
Evypt, Nubia, aod the Barbary States are familiarly known to 
vs. Abyes'nia bas been explored by Bruce, Bishop Gobat, Ma- 
jor Hlarre, Parkyn, and others.

JUSTICE IN NEW-ENGLAND TOWARDS THE COLON- 
IZATION SOCIETY. 

Newsuryrort, Mass., is the native place, if we mistake not, of 
the Abolition fanatic, William Lloyd Garrison. It was in the 
same town that the self-styled “Apostles of Liberty,” some thir- 
ty years ago, commenced their efforts for disunion. The Church 
and the Union, the Bible and the Constitution, bave survived their 
denunciation. The American Colonization Society was a partic. 
ular object of their anathemas, and they left no stones unturned 
in their systematic misrepresentation of a benevolent association, 
in which all good and moderate men at the North and at the 
South could unite most cordially. They so far succeeded in pub- 
lic and im private that many in New-England, not knowing the 
true state of the case, were led into an indifference, if not a pos- 
itive opposition, to the system of Colonization, It is with grati- 
tude that we observe a healthier sentiment on this subject grad- 
ually extending itself in the New-England States; and we have 
no doubt that the time is coming when no benevolent institution 
of our country will be more popular in the extreme North than 
that referred to, We are induced to make these preparatory 
remarks by the leader in a late number of the Newburyport 
Herald, the only daily journal in the large and populous county 
of Essex, It discusses with great fairness the Colonization of 
Africa in the abstract, and incidentally alludes to Liberia, Not 
only to show the spirit of the article, but to approve of its just
